HARRISON'S CABINET. 

Tu the Editor.: — Permit me briof space 
to reply to the article in Saturdaymoriiing's 
issue-- "The President's Cabinet"— or to 
that part of it which gives unfavorable 
editorial opinion of thu President and 
(save one) of his cabinet. 

The respondent is induced to this be- 
cause of his personal knowledge of most 
of the public men critici/.etl, obtained from 
his point of observ ation at the Capitol of 
the United States, for twenty years im- 
mediately succeeding the close of the 
great war. 

Montesquieu, in his "Persian Letters," 
(1 think) lias staled, commenting upon 
public men, at that, early day (1721) that 
"the difference between reputation and 
character is often as wide as the poles 
asunder." This was probably said long 
before by both Horace and Tacitus. 

Many men have attained through 
means of the press a national reputation, 
without having the most important attri- 
bute — patriotism, in that their selfishness 
and ambition as they advanced in power 
so over-ruled and destroyed what they 
may have had as to render it no appre- 
ciable-factor in their actions. 

Mr. Lincoln's first cabinet were gener- 
ally esteemed "national men," and were 
mainly chosen from bis competitors for 
the great ollice for which he had been pre- 
ferred. 

It is quite probable that had tho mem- 
bers uf that cabinet, or some of them, had 
less national reputation he could have 
put down the rebellion sooner than he 
did, and with less loss of blood and treas- 
ure. This view long held by the wri- 
ter and others, is continued by 
the later articles appearing in the 
pages of the Century Magazine, which 
give the "Lincoln Biography" and show 
tho acts of at least one of the members of 
that cabinet — by many thought the ablest 
— to have been highly derogatory to the 
character of Lincoln and baneful to his 
influence and efficiency — notably so, as 
the biography shows, in that member's 
support of McClellan in his contumacy. 

But. 1 must not digress. When Mr, 
Lincoln assumed oliice, he was much less 
known or rcmarkablo than Harrison was 
years ago. Before the beginning of thu 
present decade the writer heard a must 
prominent member of the lower house of 
congress speak of him as " the coming 
man," himself, then, one of them, as he 
is now the junior member in the senate of 
the United States from the great state of 
New York, and is popularly designated, 
from his many graces of mind 
and person, as the Augustus of that body. 
Moreover, thenandlater, "•Hen Harrison's'' j 
opinion was constantly quoted un all 
grave and important matters before the 
Senate. 

The shadow of the great names of Mr. 
Lincoln's advisers for a time, handicapped 
that honest and earnest man, ami it may 
bo believed t hat in bis patriotism and 
singleness of purpose, he received them 
at their own valuation at the outset ; and 
it can scarcely be doubted that each and 
every of them felt that they could steer 
"thu ship of state" better than could Lin- 
coln ! hence the incoherent and ill direct- 
ed attempts that marred tho lirst efforts 
to put down the great rebellion, which 
the national reputation of these men 
should have aided by in?pi. ing public con- 
fidence, but did not. Had Mr. Lincoln 
had Harrison's cabinet, moat of them 
battle-scarred veterans, all of them tried 
and true patriots and one them the very 
Nestor of statesmen, he would have hud 
an easier task. 

This brief and hurried article will not 
attempt to give at any length the anteced- 
ents of tho presold President of tho United 
States. Briefly thou, he is the grandson 
of that Harrison who was the ninth Presi- 
dent, and was popularly known as Tippe- 
canoe from being the victor in the battle 
ao named, in which the celebrated Tocum- 
seh fell. 

He is in the prime of life, with an 
unviable public record of over thirty years, 
part of which is bis army service during 
tho late war, from which ha retired witll 
high rank and a brilliant record, and bis 
six year's service in the Senate of Ihe 
United Stales where be was the peer of 
any of bia fellows only closed in 1887. 
As to his cabinet. Of Mr. Blaine no word 
is needed. Mr. Windoni was for many 
years at the bead of tho chief 
committee of thu Senate, and signal- 
ized himself in that position as well 
as bis chairmanship on "Transportation 
routes to tho Seaboard," and in tho brief 
time when he was formerly at tho bund of 
the Treasury, under Mr. Arthur. Messrs. 
Proctor, Miller, Wannamaker, Tracy, 
Noble, and Rusk at the head respectively 
of tho Departments of War, Judiciary, 
PoHtolliee, Navy, Interior and Agricul- 
ture are widely known as men of mark. 

The Mail cinrf Express of New York 
city, now the greatest of American news- 
papers, contains columns ill praise of the 
solection of these men collected from the 
various papers of the day, showing confi- 
dence in their ability to truly and wisely 
assist Mr. Harrison. Aninnrrs.

A Noble Example. 

London, March 19.— It hns come to 
light that Emperor William of Germany 
addressed an autograph letter to King 
Milan of Servia, shortly before the latter's 
withdrawal from the Servian throne, 
beseeching that erratic monarch not to 
abdicate. The lottor was addressed to 
Milan in an extremely familiar manner, 
and was altogether, it. is mud, such a note 
as nno young man might write to another 
who was his intimate friend. Among tho 
arguments employed by tho Kaiser to 
induce Milan to remain, be cited the enso 
of his father, the late Empoior Fredorick, 
whoso unexampled heroism in the face of 
death forbade his dropping the reins of 
government while life lasted. Even this 
noble example, however, failed to curb 
thu cowardice of the Servian king. 

Imperial Parliament. 

LONDON, March 19.— In tho Commons, 
this evening, Mr. Smith moved to give 
precedence to the vote on account until 
the full vote could bo passed. Sir Wm. 
Harcourt opposed the motion, and ac- 
cused the government of shirking the 
discussion by trying to introduce a new 
and surreptitious form of closure. The 
time was drawing near, he Baid, when tho 
Commons would become simply a vestry 
for registering government transactions, 
lie intended to challenge the govern- 
ment on tho conduct of the ministry 
in placing Irish officials paid by 
the public at the service of the Times in 
connection with that paper's accusations 
against the Irish members of the House, 
and on the vote for the attorney-general's 
summary he should ask what state ser- 
vices Mr. Webster had rendered during 
the last nine months, and why his salary 
should be paid, Gladstone denied tho 
right of t he chancellor of the exchequer 
to calculate beforehand what tiinu should 
be allowed for discussing the vote. Ques- 
tions of great delicacy, he declared, must 
be discussed, and he denied the right of 
the Government to take away that right 
of ihe House to tho time necessary for 
full discussion.

BRITISH COLUMBIA 

As a Field for Emigrants— The Dublin 
Government Agent's .Refer- 
ence to Ii. C. 

The reports of tho Dominion emigration 
agents stationed in Europe havo been 
issued, and contain some very interesting 
reading. Not tho least gratifying features 
of the reports are the references to B. C. 
AS a held for British emigrants. Mr. H. 
Merrick, agent at Belfast, writes in tho 
following strain : — 

" British Columbia is now attracting 
considerable attention in the north of 
Ireland, and quite a number of families 
with considerable means have gone out 
there in the past year, and 1 find a great 
many aro making enquiries regarding that 
province, and asking for pamphlets, 
specially descriptive of it. These persons 
are, as a rule, gentlemen of considerable 
priv ate means for whom the climate has 
special attractions, and who hope for pro- 
fitable investment uf their means in the 
growing towns and cities. Thu press here 
have during the summer published a 
number of articles complimentary and 
quite interesting as well of that province 
and its rapid progress and healthy climate, 
which has, no doubt, added largely to the 
active interest now taken in it." 

Mr. Tlios. Connolly, government agent 
at Dublin, in his report Bays: ''During tho 
last few years I have sent a I irge number 
of people to British Columbia and Van- 
couver Island. Tho chief part of them 
had sufficient capital to settle on land or 
engage in commercial pursuits. As funis 
1 can learn they are all doing well ; and 
the publication of the following letter re- 
ceived by a gentleman in Dublin, from 
one ot the number who settled at French 
Creek, Nannimo, will, I think, be useful 
to intending emigrants, as the writer, Mr. 
William Henry Lee, is a very sensible 
man, who hns had considerable expe- 
rience of agriculture in this country, and 
his .statements can be relied on.

Tho Province needs all tho road* that 
wero spoken of, and there is little doubt 
that when coinpunios are found willing to 
undertake to build them; the Provincial 
Government will do all in its powor to 
furthor their construction. The Federal 
Covornmont, too, wo bolievo, will readily 
fjive its aid to any feasible scheme of rail- 
road construction in this Province. It is 
indeed as deeply interested in advancing 
its material intoroBts as is tho Provincial 
Government, and wo confidently expect, 
whou tho time for notion comes, ifc will be 
roady to do its sharo towards tho develop- 
ment of tho rosourcos of tho Province. 



THE RAILROAD DEBATE. 

The debate on Mr. Hiijgins' resolution, 
declaring that it is desirable for tho Gov- 
ernment to take steps during the recess 
that will ensure the extension of tho Es- 
quimau and Nanaimo Railway to some 
convenient point on tho northern part of 
Vancouver Island, was a very important 
one. Railways are necessary to tho de- 
velopment of British Columbia, and the 
nature of t he e< mntry is such that their con- 
struction should be somewhat in advance 
of settlement. Prudence requires that 
the railway policy of tho Province he 
prompt, bold rind vigorous. Delays and 
half measures aro worse than extrava- 
gance. It is the interest of the Province 
to make the must of all its resources in 
the shortest possible time. But this can- 
not bo done unless the country is opened 
up at once, and the only way to prepare 
the country for settlement is to construct 
railways. 'This cannot be done by un- 
aided private enterprise. It, is tho busi- 
ness of tho Government to construct high- 
ways, and the most effective highway re- 
quired for British Columbia at its present, 
stage of progress is the railroad. Gov- 
ernment, is therefore, only doing its duty 
when it takes into consideration the best 
ways of aiding in the construction of rail- 
roads to the parts of tho country which 
are known to need them most. The exten- 
sion of the Esquimau and Nanaimo railway 
to tho northern extremity of this island 
has long been seen to be a work needed 
to develop the resources not only of Van- 
couver but of the Mainland. Along its 
route are extensive tracts of tine agricul- 
tural land. In tho belt from which it will 
draw trallic are large forests of the finest 
timber trees. Valuable minerals are al- 
ready known to exist oil the east side of 
tho island, and a railroad along its whole 
length will do much to devolopo tho fish- 
eries of tho northern coast and of Queen 
Charlotte Islands. Tho projected road, 
too, will shorten tho route to Alaska very 
materially, and promote trade with that 
northern neighbor. It will bo necessary 
to connect tho Island of Vancouver with 
the railroad system of tho continent. 
Bridge connection at one or more points 
can easily bo made with the mainland, and 
the railroads that must in the near future 
bu built to open up the splendid area of 
agricultural and mineral lands that are in 
the interior, and to connect the old set- 
tlements whose progress are almost at a 
standstill for want of railway communica- 
tion with the coast and the centres of 
trade. There can be no question as to 
tho desirability of constructing these lines 
of railroad, or as to the benefit to bo de- 
rived from them w hen they are construct- 
ed. All that remains is to find the 
ways and moans to build thorn. 
This is of oourse a very gre:it 
I'.eal. But we have no doubt that 
some feasible plan can be devised to 
consummate an end so devoutly to be 
wished. Land which when tho roads are 
built will boomo very valuable can bo 
utilized for this purpose. Grants of land 
to railway companies are not so popular 
as they used to be, but with the necessary 
conditions as to sale and settlement, they 
seam to be the readiest and most avail- 
able means of encouraging private com- 
panies to construct railways through new 
countries. Whether the government aid 
should assume the Bhapoofa cash subsidy 
or a guarantee of a certain rate of interest 
for a stipulated term, is a question which 
it will lake deliberation and enquiry to 
decide. Tho subsidy system has been 
tried in the Dominion of Canada, but the 
results calculated upon have not always 
been achieved. In India, the Argentine 
Republic and, wo think, in Australia the 
guarantee system has been tried, and if 
will not be diflicull to find bow far it has 
succeeded. The enquiry can bo made, 
and the system which has produced the 
best results adopted, It appears to us 
that all the parties concerned are open to 
conviction, und that neither prejudice nor 
interest stands in the way of the adoption 
of tho principle which has been found to 
work the best. 

Wo wore glad to see that tho Legisla- 
ture was nearly unanimous on this very 
important subject, There was, as per- 
haps was na'ural, a little sectional feeling 
displayed. The representatives of some 
sections of the province seemed afraid 
that if tho Island extension are under- 
taken, roads that aro as greatly 
needed mi tho Mainland would bo neglect- 
ed or delayed, We do not think there is 
the slightest ground for any such fear, 



AN ABUSE OF PRIVILEGE. 
Those who possess privileges should be 
careful how they cxerciso them. It is 
humiliating to see the use which some 
small-miudod. vindictive, cowardly men 
make of an exclusive advantage. One 
would think that tho man whose office or 
position gives him privileges which other 
men do not possess, would bo most care- 
ful how he oxercisod them, and would 
scorn to uso thorn in order to perpetrate 
an act of injustice to gratify personal 
spito or to gain a private end. And so he 
would if ho were either a manly man or 
possessed tho instincts of a gentleman. 
Members of Parliament necessarily poss- 
ess largo privileges and immunities. In 
order that the affairs of tho country shall 
be discussed freely and thoroughly the 
utmost latitude is allowed them in debate. 
Their speech is, while they tire performing 
their duties as representatives of the peo- 
ple, privileged. They cannot bo called 
to account in the ordinary way for words 
uttered in debate. This is quite right. 
But the consciousness of immunity would 
make a man of right feeling all the more 
careful what he says of persons who 
aro not present, and who do 
not possess the power of reply. No 
man of courage will strike an enemy whose 
hands aro tied, and people are never at a 
loss for an epithet to apply to the bully 
who assaults a defenceless man. The 
attack made by the Hon. Mr. Humphreys 
on the Superintendent of Education oi 
Monday was one of this kind. That otli 
cial was not present, and if he had been, 
he dare not utter a word in bis own de- 
fence. Although the Provincial Secretary 
reminded Mr. Humphreys of this fact, 
and although he took upon himself the 
whole responsibility of the act attributed 
to the Superintendent, Mr. Humphreys 
was insensible to the rebuke, and eontir- 
ed his attack on the man who was both 
absent and gagged. When we consider 
the nature of the attack, the conduct of 
theassailant appears tho more unjustfiable. 
If he had some charge to prefer against 
the Superintendent, some specific act of 
misconduct, or some gross dereliction of 
duty, there might be some excuse for dis- 
cussing it then, though both timo and 
place were improper. But Mr. Hum- 
phreys had no charge to bring against the 
.Superintendent of Education. His attack 
was nothing more than the violent scold- 
ing in which weak but ill tempered women 
are said sometimes to indulge. It was 
simply a piece of vague vilification. Noth- 
ing is easier than this style of attack when 
any one, calling himself a man, can lower 
himself so far as to resort to it, 
It requires no ability at all 
to heap injurious epithets on the 
best man alive, particularly behind 
his back and when his mouth is closed 
Men of Mr. Humphrey's stamp can call 
Mr. Gladstone "a drivelling old dunce 
with impunity, or declare that Edward 
Blake is "a senseless blatherskite." If 
they possess "the gift of the gab" and de 
light in nothing so much as to hear them 
selves talk they can go on blackening the 
characters of the most worthy men until 
their hearers aro ready t« conclude that 
they are such fools as to believe what they 
say themselves. All that is required to 
do this is a ready tongue, a boundless stock 
of impudence and a craven spirit, 'J'hor 
is nothing in what Mr. Humphreys said of 
tho Superintendent which would warrant 
any reflecting man in concluding that he 
is not a conscientious, painstaking effi 
cient official. His vituperation would ap 
ply quite as well to the ablest and most 
discerning official in any of the depart 
tnetits as it does to Mr. I'opo. Every one 
must see that Mr. Humphreys attempt to 
lower that official in the estimation of the 
public by vague but bitter denunciation is 
a gross and ail inexcusable abuse of his 
privileges us a member of tho Assembly. 
Being an outrage on tho sonse of justice 
of the people and their love of fair play 
it is, we believe, likely to have an effect 
exactly the opposite of that which tho Su 
perintendent of Education's assailant in 
tended and expected. 



for tho managers of tho first newspaper in 
tho British Empire to make this acknowl- 
edgement and apology. They wore proud 
of the position that journal occupied and 
they knew that the exposure of tho series 
of terrible mistakes they had made would 
in a very groat moasure destroy its 
prestige, yot they did not attempt to shirk 
what they saw to be thoir duty. They 
knew perfectly well that confession and 
retraction made at that time could be 
easily misunderstood and misrepresented. 
This conviction made their tasks all tho 
harder but it did not prevent their doing 
what they already saw to bo their duty. 
It will be said that when Pigott confessed 
to having forged tho letters no other 
courso was loft to tho Times but to do 
what it could to repair tho injustice it 
had done. This is so. But from tho 
earnestness and sincerity displayed by tho 
Times the reader cannot help concluding 
that its managers would under any circum- 
stances have endeavored to make what 
reparation they could to tho men it had 
injured. 

Tho comments of its contemporaries 
wore not the lightest part of tho punish- 
ment which tho Times had to bear. They 
all acquit it of intentional wrong-doing, 
but thoy accuse it of inexcusable misman- 
agement and stupidity. The hardest 
blows and the deepest cuts it received 
were from its friends, Tho Telegraph, 
for instance, which is strongly Unionist, 
says: "But, certainly no unprejudiced 
person, looking back over tho course <> 
tho business, and noting its disastrous do 
velopmont, can contend for a single mo 
ment — how much soever the past history 
of tins groat journal may command re 
spect — thai even the most ordinary pre- 
cautions were adopted or the slightest 
knowledge of the world evinced in the 
dealings in which our contemporary field 
with tho crew of dangerous persons called 
into activity by its action. Wo make, 
course, no question of its good faith, its 
patriotism, or its high purposes," etc. 

It will bo seen by this bow little sym 
pathy the Times fins in its day of tribula 
tiou. As nothing succeeds like success 
so nothing fails like failure. But h 
ever deeply the Times may have erred, it 
seems to have taken the best courso to 
reinstate itself in the esteem of the pub 
lie, and we would nol be at all suprised 
to see it after it has digested its very big 
slice of bumble pie, take its old position 
among British journals.

On her arrival at Tacoma 
on February 10, she brought two barrels 
marked "Saner Kraut," which really con- 
tained opium, consigned to one J. Bight., 
at Hllonslmrg ; nnd on her arrival of Feb- 
ruary 21 she brought throo barrels 
marked "Skid Grouse," containing in re- 
ality opium, consigned toj. Dark, Fllous 
burg. These were regularly shipped 
to San Francisco from Ellonsburg, but 
they were seized on tho Oregon Railway 
it Navigation Company's dock at Ta- 
coma two weeks after their arrival. These 
consignments appeared regularly on the 
freight manifest, hut they wore not on 
the coastwise manifest, and that, it seems, 
is what the chnrgo against the steamship 
is based upon.

THE BURGLARS' HARVEST. 

Five Burglaries Committed in u Night aud 
not if 50 in all Secured. 

Burglaries and rumors thereof formed 
the chief topic of conversation on tho 
streets yesterday. Crnno of this nature 
has been such a novelty of late in Victoria 
that when tho news of five daring robber- 
ies, attempted during the dark hours of 
Monday night or Tuesday morning, be- 
er, .no generally known, it is not to bo 
wondered at that it created an apparently 
inexhaustible topic of talk. 

The tlrst announcement of tho work of 
tho "crooks" came from Mr. John 
Weiler's ollico on Fort street. Tho dis- 
covery of their visit was made by Mr. 
Geovge Weilor as coon as ho entered his 
store in the morning. An entrance to tho 
oflico had evidently been effected through 
tho now addition which iu now being 
erected on Bioughton street. Tho lock of 
the back door of the otlice had been forced 
with a "Jimmy," and the door stood wide 
open, while two sticks of giant powder 
lay on the floor, in company 
with stool tilings and broken drills. 
The broken drills told their own story. 
A very earnest attempt had been made to 
gain possession of tho contents of the 
safe. Five holes, none of them drilled 
through, had been started. Their posi- 
tion showed that tho would-be burglars 
did not know their business, as tho holes 
were placed so that they could do no pos- 
sible good. Tho safe contained less than 
§20 in all, so that, hud the midnight 
visitors been successful in forcing it, they 
would huvo been very poorly rewarded 
for their pains. 

Mr. J. McB. Smith's residence at the 
corner of Birdcage Walk and Superior 
St. had also been entered during the night, 
or rather early in the morning. At about 1 
o'clock Miss Bowden heard a noise on the 
stairs nnd called to Mr. Smith, asking 
why he was getting up so early.
